
WELCOME once again to another edition of SAT DX, the column compiled 
by myself, Mark King and covering the colourful subject of satellite radio, 
although I must point out that only news of interest to Free Radio 
enthusiasts will be covered here. Before I begin this time, I must offer my 
apologies for failing to compile a report in time for inclusion within the last 
issue of the magazine. 

May I start by asking you to cast your minds back to the period directly 
before Christmas when (following a longstanding feud betwen Caroline 
boss, Peter Moore and Euronet's Christopher England) it appeared as 
though the two sides had finally managed to put their disagreements 
behind them. This led to Radio Caroline being audible over Christmas via 
the facilities of Euronet. Unfortunately, former SW pirate, Andy Walker took 
to the air prior to the Caroline sign-on with the sole intention of spoiling the 
event by making unnecessary comments aimed obviously at Peter Moore. 
The comments were included in a programme detailing the station's 28 
year history but which in fact told us more about the person presenting it. 

At midnight on Wednesday 30th December 1992, yet another satellite 
radio station closed down on Astra as Radio Luxembourg's legendary 
English service became nothing more than a fond memory. The final 
programme included words from station manager, John Catlett, once a 
force behind Laser 558. Also heard were the voices of Stewart King and 
Tony Prince who both found fame during the 1960‘s thanks to the offshore 
stations of the era. 

Those saddened by the demise of Radio Luxembourg will be pleased to 
learn that former staff of the "Great 208" are planning to launch a similar 
radio service on the Astra Satellite. The new station is to be called 
Sunshine FM and will operate from the principality and employ former 
Luxembourg/Caroline presenters, Jody Scott and Ian Mack. 

Listeners who tune to Astra's Sky One TV channel, subcarriers 7.74 and 
7.92 MHz will hear Dutch station Radio 538. Ex-Veronica director. Lex 
Harding is the man behind this operation, which is named after the MW 
channel once used by Radio Veronica during its days on the high seas. 

Finally, I will give mention to Asian broadcaster Sunrise Radio. This can 
be found by switching to the Movie Channel, audio subcarrier 7.38 MHz. 
Due to the high respect that this operation has gained from official Cirdes 
following its incredible success, it’s hard to imagine they were once a 
London FM pirate! 

Anyway, until next time, keep watching the Sky! ■

FRSH HAVING A LITTLE DIG?! 

I recently received issue 121 of the well-reputed FRS GOES DX magazine. 
On opening up the envelope which it arrived in, I was somewhat surprised 
to see what was an A5 publication, now an A4 publication! The magazine 
which has now been running for several years has taken on an entirely new 
look (perhaps to compete with us and PIRATE CONNECTIOjM!). The 
contents of the magazine are quite interesting and the layout is pretty good 
as well. However, I am a litle dubious about a comment that was made on 
page 4. It referred to an article that Jolly Jake of PIRATE CONNECTION 
had written about FRSH and how they shouldn’t call themselves a quality 
station. Well, in reply to this, Mr Verbruggen of FRS GOES DX pointed out 
that other Free Radio organisations think of themselves as being better 
than others and mentioned a publication calling itself "Europe’s Leading 
Free Radio Publication."

Well, woulld just like to point out that I don’t particularly regard our 
magazine as being better than any other. However, I have been calling 
PIRATE CHAT the afore mentioned due to recent comments from readers 
and the support that we have recently been receiving, if you took a look at 
our mailbag and read some PC readers letters then you too would probably 
come to the same conclusion! However, FRS GOES DX is looking better 
and well done to all involved! ■ 
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RADIO DELTA (Elburg) 


R adio delta from Elburg as many Dutch 
pirates still around today, has some 
history. Probably unbeknown to many 
people, the station first started out on the 
MW band on the famous 227 metres. 
Tests were made as far back as October 
1978 when 100 watts of power resulted in 
55 letters which for a MW broadcast on 
only relatively low power, really was 
superb. If this amount of mail sounds 
quite sustantial, it was nothing compared 
to the amount to be received for the 
station's first SW broadcast. 

On April 5th 1982, 'The Big D' smashed 
onto 6275 kHz with powerful signals but 
using just 8 watts. However, this low 
power had no effect on the amount of 
people that tuned in to that first SW 
broadcast. 76 letters from Europe were 
received and while amounts of mail, seem 
to have dropped in recent years for most 
stations, for DELTA, they have actually 
risen. For their Christmas broadcasts of 
1992, no less than 92 letters were received. 
Including one from Australia! Absolutely 
fantastic! 

Since that very first broadcast. DELTA has 
grown in popularity and with excellently 
built transmitters, has been heard world¬ 
wide. In fact, during the last two years. 21 
letters have been received from North 
America alone! 

Nowadays, powers between 5 and 50 
watts are used and signals in our part of 
the world are very good indeed. Perhaps 
this has something to do with the aerial 
that the stations transmits with. The 
longwire that beams out the RADIO DELTA 
signal must be a terrific sight, as tightened 
up in the north-west / south-east 
direction, it lies 24 metres above ground 
level! Most British stations are lucky If their 
antenna can be 24 feet high but DELTA 
certainly goes about things in fine style! 

The operator of the station is Jan who 
can be heard on a variety of frequencies. 
In 48 metres, 6205. 6275 and 6400 are 
favourite channels but this could soon be 
changing. As this band is rather crowded, 
he is looking at the possibilities of 
broadcasting elsewhere Frequencies in 
the 41. 21 and 19 metre bands may be 


used so do check these bands. The 25 
metre area around 11405 is also another 
good place to monitor if you fancy tuning 
into the station. 

The RADIO DELTA studio is quite 
professionally put together with an Akai 
reel to reel tape recorder. 2 Loewe 
Optacord cassette decks, 2 Philips 
turntables, a seven channel Elextronic 
mixer, a graphic equaliser, com¬ 
pressor/limiter and various other niceties! 

Although DELTA concentrates on mainly 
SW broadcasting, a low-powered 45 watt 
transmitter can sometimes be heard 
broadcasting on 1508 kHz MW so do check 
out the frequency! 

Jan's policy when broadcasting is to 
always keep power low. He does not see 
the point in using hundreds of watts when 
only a few can do just the same job. He 
points out that MW operations such as 
BARONES. NOVA 4 and SCADUWJACER may 
have superb signals but they can also be 
heard on other frequencies with 
harmonics. In Jan's mind, this is tempting 
fate and a visit from the RCD and that's 
why only a few watts are always used. 

When not on air with programmes. 
DELTA can often be heard QSOing with 
various other Dutch pirates and when 
doing so. different names are often used 
such as DUTCH PIRATE INTERNATIONAL. Jan 
sometimes also lets local pirates use his 
transmitter as the Dutch FM station. 
MULTIPACK RADIO recently did when 
OSOing. 

If you write to the station, various things 
are available. For an IRC or return postage 
of some kind and a reception report, you 
will receive a OSL and information sheet. 
For sending £5. you can receive the DELTA 
magazine with Information about the 
station’s history, future and Free Radio in 
general. Studio recordings of the station 
are also available for £5 and photographs 
of the transmitter can be,obtained for 5 
IRCsor$5. 

RADIO DELTA ELBURG are a well known 
and well reputed international pirate radio 
station and deserve the success that they 
have had during their first 15 years! m

IN THE capital, the FM pirate scene is 
booming and during the last couple of 
months, more stations have been heard 
than for quite a substantial time. Some 
though, such as ROCKCITY RADIO 
and NEVER SAY DIE RADIO have 
been heard just once on New Years 
Day but nevertheless, they have been 
on air and that’s what counts! 

Merseyside continues to give us a 
steady amount of pirate activity. 

CRUISE FM can be heard every 
Sunday from 1900-0000 and on 
Monday evenings. February 7th saw 
them operational on 101.50 due to 
interference from TOXTETH SOUNDS 
LIMITED. CLUB 100 were first heard 
on January 9th at 2320. ADD - 30 Rock 
Lane East, Rock Ferry, Wirral, 
Merseyside, L42 1 BY. TOXTETH 
SOUNDS LIMITED, went legal for a few 
weeks until February 14th with a 
temporary licence. They started out on 
100.60 and on January 25th, moved 
frequency probably due to the Classic 
FM Holm Moss transmitter. ADD - The 
051 Media Centre, 1 Mount Pleasant, 
Liverpool, Merseyside. The operators of 
RADIO MERSEYWAVES and KISS FM 
appeared at Liverpool Magistrates 
Court on January 13th. All involved 
were conditionally discharged but 
ordered to pay £250 prosecution costs 
each. 

In Manchester, FM seems to be busy 
as you can see from the logs. 
HARMONY can be heard occasionally 
with oldies. THE SUPER STATION has 
been heard in Cheshire and North 
Wales with chart music and traffic 
reports. ENERGY L’AMOUR can be 
heard most evenings with rave music 
and STOMP can be heard occasionally 
with soul and rave formats. 

FRONTLINE as you can see, have two 
outlets with different programmes every 
evening. STING and UNITY are daily 
with reggae and FREESTYLE is 
occasional with soul music during the 
evenings.

The last issue of PC reported a decline of activity in 
the West Midlands but we are pleased to say that 
things are picking up in the area once again. 
SANGAM and APNA can be hoard daily with Asian 
programmes from the central Birmingham area. 
The Wolverhampton pirates SKYLINE and 
SUNRISE can be heard daily with reggae 
programmes and from the Walsall area. BCRS was 
broadcasting daily but was raided on February 2nd. 
Also from Walsall, QUATRO FM can be heard a 
good few miles away and returned to the air in 
January following previous transmitter problems. 
However, as the legal temporary station, 
CHALLENGE FM from Wolverhampton is currently 
using 100.70, QUATRO cannot be heard. RADIO 
ACTIVE is a new addition in the West Midlands and 
can be heard with good signals and anorak type 
programmes. On February 3rd, Rob Anderson was 
heard playing tracks such as 1 Spy for the DTI’. 

This station often plays continuous music on the 
channel. LETHAL RADIO were heard with a one- 
off broadcast on January 23rd but as far as we are 
aware, no proper return is planned. The FBMR 
transmission logged was also a one-off broadcast. 
JOY FM have been making various test 
transmissions recently on 100.40 and intend to 
return properly. FANTASY too, has been testing 
on various frequencies, 99.35 being the most 
recent. BIRMINGHAM CITY RADIO (BCR) are 
now fairly irregular but can be heard every now and 
again with Asian community programming. RAW 
FM was heard mosts weekends during January 
and part of February but have now gone quiet. 
FREEDOM was busied in January and had over 
£3000 worth of apparatus taken including CD 
players, turntables etc. PCRL closed on January 
10th (^ue to their application for a licence and lack 
' of support. TWILIGHT was logged on January 2nd 
with reggae and soul programmes but have not 
been heard since. DEVIOUS seems to run a 
weekend schedule of rave music with some djs 
recognised from BASSLINE FM. The huge station 
of some years back. METRO FM have returned In 
style with reggae/soul shows and even ‘phone-ins 
which prompt non-stop calls from listeners! 
STEREO 105 FM is the ID given a couple of limes 
by the station that has been broadcasting on 
105.20 (now 105.50) with non-stop music. SWEET 
FM was tentatively heard on February 21st saying 
that they would return on the 22nd but nothing else 
has been heard Irom the station. Finally. BASS 
STATION was heard for the first and only time on 
February 13th in the early evening with continuous 
rave music interspersed with jingles. The Midlands 
pirate MAGIC FM who started up in December 
1989 are due to hit the aioA/aves once again very 
soon. They plan to use 101.40 now that studio 
problems have been sorted out. ■

RADIO ACTIVE have been heard with a 
relay during the las! two months. Gordon 
Kelly's programmes were noted on January 
1st on 6262 at 0810 and don't forget that 
after you've sent one reception report to this 
station and received a QSL, you get a 
different verification for each further report! 
ADD - 6. 

RADIO ARIES were heard with their third 
broadcast on January 31st on their usual 
channel of 6400. This time though, 25720 
was used in parallel in USB. 30 watts was 
used here into a horizontal one and a half 
wave dipole. The usual programme line-up 
of Chris King, the Station Manager and 
Roger Davis was heard for two hours from 
around 1005. Signals on 6400 wore good 
although audio was rather trebly for most of 
the time. The station plans to make their 
next relay broadcast some time in April, 
probably around Easter when 30 minute 
French and German services may be 
introduced.

RADIO ARMADILLO (an armadillo being a 
burrowing mammal!), have been active again 
of late but the strange thing about this station 
is that it only broadcasts on weekdays and 
Saturdays, very rarely on Sundays!

Saturdays seem to be increasing in 6 
MHz pirate activity and they usually 
start off with a nice Dutch QSO at the 
bottom end of the band. By around 
lunchtime, a few others have usually 
switched on for programmes and a 
Dutch QSO may have got underway 
on 6555 and by the end of a now 
typical Saturday, quite a few togs have 
been made! Sundays remain more or 
less the same on 48 with the usual 
stations active and a few rarities 
popping up every now and again! 


under various names including: RADIO 
CRACKER, RADIO CRACKERS. RADIO 
CRACK, RADIO SAUSAGE and now, RADIO 
MERLIN. Paul now has a ten watt SW 
transmitter of his own and so programmes 
from this side of the water could begin again 
soon. On SW, the station has been heard on 
most weekends via the NISWRS or with their 
own transmitter.

Unless otherwise stated, these broadcasts 
were all aired on 6204 and heard in the UK 
with fair signals. Most transmissions from this 
Rotterdam based station are QSOs but 
occasionaf music shows can be heard from 
time to lime.

MOONLIGHT RADIO is a new German relay 
station and has connections with 
EUROPEAN PIRATE RADIO. They were 
heard using 6296 via the NISWRS at 1016 
on January 17th.

MULTIPACK RADIO INTERNATIONAL Is a 
Dutch FM station that broadcasts from the 
same area as DELTA (Elburg). They do not 
have their own SW transmitter but were 
heard via the DELTA transmitter on January 
30th QSOing on 6203 at 1027. ADD - c/o 
DELTA, P.O. BOX 41.8080 AA Elburg, 
Netherlands. 

RADIO NOLAN made a very welcome return 
to the airwaves on January 31st after having 
been absent from the SW ainwaves for 363 
days! Ronnie Nolan was heard with rock 
music and rare tracks on his usual outlet of 
6212 from 0600-0930. Signals in the UK 
were good. Sadly, even though Ronnie was 
only on the air for three and a half hours with 
his once a year broadcast, his signals were 
traced by the Dutch authorities. He had 
originally intended to broadcast only until 
0900 and should he had have done this, he 
wouldn’t have got caught. He was traced at 
0925 just five minutes before closedown for 
another year. The strange thing about the 
bust on NOLAN is that It didn’t take place 


until the following Tuesday, two days after 
the actual broadcast. Two policeman and a 
representative from the postal authorities 
made the visit on Ronnie, who has already 
been jailed twice for his pirate activities. The 
transmitter was taken, making this the fourth 
time that such a thing has happened but the 
first time that it has without Ronnie being on 
air. Due to the raid, he Is now dubious about 
returning to SW and intends to keep quiet for 
a while and possibly try and gel a relay 
during 1994. Ronnie also recently told me 
that he has no hard feeling towards the 
people that raided him as they were only 
doing their job. In fact, he actually sal down 
with them and had a good long chat! The 
broadcast resulted in 38 reports, most of 
which were from Germany but some from 
Spain, Sweden, France and Italy. My letter 
was the only one to have reached the station 
from the UK when I last heard from Ronnie. 

I sometimes wonder about British pirate 
radio freaks. If they are that keen about 
tuning to Free Radio stations then why don’t 
they let station operators know about it, 
especially in the case of RADIO NOLAN 
where Ronnie has been behind bars twice in 
order to bring us all good music and Free 
Radio news. Come on you folks, get writing! 
Ronnie wasn’t too happy with the response 
remembering the days of 1979 when a sixty 
minute broadcast could often result in as 
many as 140 letters. However, he realises 
how things have changed and only through 
dreaming could any SW pirate station qel 
that many letters nowadays. ADD - P.O.

NORTHERN IRELAND SHORTWAVE

FREE RADIO LIVES ON I 
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KNBS 


T he following article was sent 

directly to us from Eric Suter as it 
was sent to him In its original state: 
The Idea for KNBS originally came up 
in a conversation among several 
university students in the early 80’s. 

The topic was what could be used as a 
tool for social and political change and 
be affordable for the young students. 
One of the people involved was working 
at the school FM station and it was he 
who suggested the possibility of so- 
called pirate radio. The rest of us had 
never heard of the concept; the idea, 
however, took root. After a few more 
conversations, Pot Seedy and I decided 
that we would start a station to promote 
the free use of Herb - or, as we put it, 
the 'decriminalisation of marijuana.’ 

KNBS took to the air for the first time 
in 1985 from an extremely remote 
location In Northern California, Most 
expenses were covered by a few 
friends; the 'Californian Marijuana Co¬ 
operative.’ All of us are anti¬ 
establishment to the extent that we do 
not believe in using weed to get rich. 

Our first transmissions were about 20 
minutes in length and were heard in 
Michigan and Oklahoma as well as the 
West Coast. 

Since 1985, we have operated with 
the concept that the best place to hide 
Is right under the ‘enemy’s’ nose, so our 
primary transmitter site is located on 
Alcatraz Island in San Francisco Bay; 
right under the watchful eyes of the 
FCC. That site has never been visited 
and remains our primary location. 
However, in recent years, we have also 
sent out taped programmes for relay by 
trusty associates. 

Equipment used at the primary site is 
a converted RCA 250T which we 
generally run 'cool' at around 100-150 
watts, feeding a three element fixed 
beam. Results have been quite good 
with this set-up. 


Equipment used at our secondary 
site in Northern California consists of 
two modified EF Johnson ham 
transmitters and several different 
dipoles, vertical and beams. Equipment 
at the various relay sites obviously 
varies. 

Studio equipment consists of four 
tape players, two CD players, a mixer 
and several condenser microphones. 

We also have some effects gear (a 
digital delay and a phlanger) for the 
mics and some old Shore processing 
gear. Including a limiter/compressor to 
keep our programmes fairly even audio- 
wise. All of our programmes feature 
music and commentary relating to 
marijuana and its uses. 

For a great part of 1991 and the first 
half of 1992, Pot and I were in Canada 
setting up our Canadian sister station, 
CNBS, which took to the air for the first 
time In July of last year. Wilh only 200 
watts of power and a steerable two 
element beam antenna, the station was 
heard well throughout the Eastern 
United States and Canada. There is a 
plan to establish a Mexican counterpart, 
XENBS, at some time In the future; 
perhaps 1994. 

Cannabis Shortwave programming Is 
pre-recorded in our professional studio; 
all promotes the removal of laws that 
prohibit the use of a Herb. The fact is, 
the government and the law are wrong. 
In all of recorded history, there has 
never been a single death caused by 
the use of marijuana. For that matter, 
more people die every year as a result 
of overdoses of prescription drugs than 
by overdoses of heroin! The so-called 
War on Drugs Is a wrong-headed tactic 
of the Fascist Right to take away the 
rights and privileges of the people.

183 METRES continues to be the 
number one choice of the Dutch MW 
pirates. Many ex 186 metre stations 
have found new homes here and even 
more are to move here soon once they 
have got hold of crystals. 

I’m still in a state of shock after 
receiving a QSL from Holland’s most 
notorious non-verifier, 

WALDOLALA, He replied after three 
years worth of reports and many letters 
from myself! 

Another recent surprise has been the 
emergence of a second DELMARE 
giving an address of: P.O. BOX 432, 
3330 AK Zwijndrecht. This does seem 
a little strange while he’s announcing a 
location of Doetinchem, 

The 199 metre revival seems to have 
been short lived just as it was In 1984. 
PIRANA seems to be the only one left 
to put the lights out, although it was nice 
to hear LIVE WIRE of English SW fame 
on the frequency recently. 

Back to 183 metres and a mystery 
pirate called the DUITSER RUNDFUNK 
has been heard. Although he spoke in 
Dutch, his location is thought to be just 
over the border into Germany. 

Some of the new pirates from the low 
countries heard here on MW recently 
include: PIECON, IJMUIDEN, 
BIERMAN, GROETE VERZIERDER, 
F16 and UDDELLESMEER RADIO. 

Look out for the return of 
BLOEMFONTEIN soon as he Is nearly 
ready to return to the airwaves. I’ve 
also heard through the grapevine that 
NEWSPAPERMAN is making plans for 
a comeback! 

I’ve been asked several questions of 
late concerning the Greek pirates 


regularly heard on 186 and 183 metres. 
I’ve only ever managed to pick one out 
with a clear ID and this was RADIO 
METALOSIKLA (The Metal Bucket!). 
There are about six of these pirates that 
broadcast from the Athens area. 
Unfortunately, no addresses are known. 
There are also one or two Yugoslavian 
pirates about as well as the odd one or 
two from Cyprus. MW certainly is a 
very interesting place to tune about with 
the possibilities of hearing stations from 
almost anywhere! 

At present, my Dutch Pirate Radio 
Service Is very busy. Reception reports 
are arriving from all over the place and 
I've been active in getting DPRS 
stickers, cards, envelopes etc printed to 
distribute. I’ve now also got some 
reception report forms especially 
designed to send to Dutch pirates. 
Anybody interested should send 21 or 
$2. For this, you will receive one form 
which has been laser printed. You can 
then make photocopies accordingly. 

Well that’s about it for another month 
and as usual, I’ll round off with a few 
logs. 

By the way, do remember that if you 
are sending return postage to a Dutch 
pirate that postal rates over there have 
now risen to 90c!

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SPOTLIGHT 186 - 


ZWARTE NON or the BLACK NUN, 
has firmly established himself as a 
regular on 186 and 183 metres. 
Erwin, the operator of the station was 
first heard as a pirate in 1979 using 
the name VALENCIA. At this time, 
most of his transmissions were made 
on 227 metres. He also used the 
name KORENAAR for a short time. 

After an absence from the 
airwaves, Erwin,returned to 186 
metres in 1991 and chose the name 
ZWARTE NON. There had used to 
be another station of the same name 
from the Beekbergen area of the 
Netherlands but he has not been 
heard for some time. 

Erwin is 29 years old and single. 

His main job is working in a printing 
factory but he also does quite a lot of 
long distance lorry driving as well. 

The transmitter in current use is the 
BC 610 which gives a maximum 
output of around 650 watts. The 
antenna used is 36 metres long and 
some 10 metres high which explains 
the good signals that are almost 
always received in this and other 
countries. The new soundproof 
studio also contains an amplifier 
(Marantz), two pick-ups, CD player, 
tape deck etc, plus a domestic 
receiver. Erwin is mainly into heavy 
metal music which was patently 
obvious from the Black Sabbath T- 
shirt he was wearing when I first met 
him during his recent visit to Preston 
with Johan the Baro! The Black Nun 
record collection stands at around 
400 singles and over 100 LPs which 
can be found in the studio along with 
everything else. 


The jolly and easy-going presentation 
heard over the airwaves from the 
station brings a varied selection of 
English pop and Dutch music. 

Listen out for Zwarte Non on Friday 
or Saturday nights. Occasionally, he 
has guest pirates in the studio which 
may be a good opportunity for you to 
obtain one or two unusual QSLs. 

Reception reports to the station are 
always welcome and Erwin's best yet 
came from Finland. Don’t worry 
about writing in Dutch as Erwin can 
speak and write good English and will 
always reply fairly quickly with a letter 
and postcard from his area. The 
address is: P.O. BOX 122, 7160 AC 
Neede, Netherlands.
